The unblinking eyes stare up at you. The light reflects off the 
Ice cold scalpel in your hand. As you lower the blade, the smell 
of formaldehyde drifts up in your face The razor sharp blade- 
slices through the cold leathery flesh. 

For many students, this experience would send chills down 
their spine But tor the students in Biology this was a nei es 
sary experiment. Composed of twenty -eight students, this ex- 
tension of biology class offered a more in-depth look in the 
subjects of genetics, microbiology, botany and physiology. 

With a class roster of mostly seniors, 
class discussions were common and cov- 
ered topics from the human brain to the 
ethics of dissecting animals. Taking 
notes, doing labs and class discussion 
made up the majority of the class load. 
Tests weft either done as prac ticals or as 
written exams. 

One of the projects students had to par- 
ticipate in was the dissection of fetal pigs 
Although not a favorite of the students 
everyone had to know each of the 
muscles and organs of the body. 

I didn't enjoy dissecting the pig. but it 
had to be done I realized that because I 
had worked on the pig daily, I was able to 
remember the answ ers tor the test You 
could tell by the grades of the tests w ho 
had helped dissect and who hadn't," said senior Denita Sims. 

"The best thing about the class is the fun experiments. The 
c lass is made up of 'mostly seniors \\ c- talk about things that arc- 
interesting and meaningful to us," said senior Jennifer 
Knight 

"The most interesting thing we did was look at the human 
brain. A doctor from the University of Osteopathic Medicine 
and Health Sciences came answered all of our questions, "said 
senior Aubrey Jacobs.

Twenty-five staff members put together the 344 page spring-delivery book on 80 lb. Bordeaux paper. 

The laminated lithograph cover is printed with four color process soy ink. Endsheets are printed with 
sienna ink on ivory paper stock. The 8.5" x 11" book is printed with offset lithography and is smyth-sewn, 
rounded and backed. 

The majority of the copy throughout the book is 10 point Garamond. 

All pages were submitted on disk using 10 Macintosh computers and the applications Word 5-0, FreeHand 
3.0, and PageMaker 4.2. Backgrounds for some of the pages and most of the ads were submitted as camera- 
ready art. 

Books were sold from September through November for $27.50 with a Student Activity Ticket and $30 
(without the ticket). The 1994 Quill was completed on March 4th. The Herff Jones representatives were 
Todd Schwartz and Paul Havnen.

After the discovery of two of the 
dead, Sgt. Ron Spear said, "If it's an 
arson fire, then that makes it murder. 
They were burned by the fire and as far 
as we know, it was an arson fire." 

A $250,000 reward was posted for 
information leading to the arrest and 
conviction of the arsonist.
